Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen 


I have  plea  store  in  presenting  my  lkth  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1961.  Many  duelling  houses  have  b en  improved  as  a result  of  owner 
occupation  b y means  of  standard  grants  and  waste  water  closet  conversions. 
House  ownership  has  reduced  the  amount  of  work  under  the  statutory 
provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts  and  many  dwellings  which  at  one  time  were 
likely  to  bo  dealt  . with  under  slum  clearance  have  been  improved  to  a 
great  extent 

The  many  unfit  houses  in  the  district  cannot  be  described  as  slums 
and  the  problem,  becomes  acute  where  unfit  buses  adjoin  substantial  property 
The  problem  of  slum  clearance  and  improvement  will  have  to  be  reviewed  at 
an  early  date  to  prevent  the  purchase  of  unfit  dwellings  by  intending 
owner-o  ccupi er s „ 

The  provision  and  maintenance  of  public  conveniences  presents  a major 
problem.  The  facilities  in  Great  Harwood  are  reasonably  sa.tisfactory  but 
improvements  could  be  made  h"  the  installation  of  washing  facilities,  paper 
towels  and  toilet  holders.  Such  a schemehowever  desirable  is  doomed  to 
failure  due  to  the  vandalism  which  still  persists  Sanitary  fittings  are 
broken  regularly,  water  pipes  and  light  fittings  are  torn  from  the  walls 
and  it  has  become  impossin  c to  provide  the  doors  with  projjer  fastenings. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  outside  toilets  at  the  schools  will  shortly  be 
abolished  and  neu  accommodation  provided  entered  directly  from  the  main 
school.,  E~temal  sanitary  conveniences  are  difficult  to  keep  clean,  are 
subject  to  vandalism  and  are  often  out  of  order  during  frosty  weather.  With 
one  exception,  the  standard  of  cleanliness  and  maintenance  of  school 
toilets  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

At  the  time  of  publishing  this  report  a start  has  been  made  on 
Smoke  Control  Area  Ho.  1. 

I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
support  and  also  the  staff  and  officers  of  the  Council  for  their  assistance 
during  the  year
